home here Sunday night that he 
had called a meeting of the com- 
mission's executive committee in 
response to a letter from the 
President. 


The White House said Kennedy 


had asked the commission to see 
to it that white and Negro dele- 
gates get equal treatment at the 
Charleston observance April 11-12. 


Madeline A. Williams, a Negro 


member of the commission's New 
Jersey unit, had complained she 
was denied accommodations at 
the hotel that will serve as head- 
quarters for the Charlecton ob- 
servance. 


The national commission plans 


to hold its annual meeting in con- 
junction with the observance of 
the lOOt anniversary of the firing 
on Ft. Sumter. 


Grant, a grandson of Ulysses S. 


Grant, the Civil War Union gen- 
eral and 18th president, declined 
to say what action the commis- 
sion would take, pending consul- 
tation

No Progress 
in Ending 
Laos Crisis 


WASHINGTON (AP)-No indi- 


cations of progress toward ending 
the Laotian crisis have stemmed 
from a lengthy U.S.-Soviet con- 
ference on cold war issues that 
threaten to become hot. 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk 


and Soviet Foreign Minister An- 
drei A. Gromyko restated in de- 
tail the U.S. and Soviet positions 
during an extraordinary five-hour 
conference Saturday. 


The two, accompanied by top 


advisers, began talking over lunch 
at the State Department at 1 p.m. 
and did not part until dusk. 


A joint statement, couched in 


very general terms, said only that 
they hoped their "open and frank 
discussion will lead to a better 
mutual understanding of the posi- 
tions and attitudes of both govern- 
ments and may facilitate the con- 
sideration of outstanding 
prob- 
lems." 


Rusk is believed to have made 


it very clear to Gromyko, and 
thus to Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev, that the United States 
has no intention of allowing be* 
leaguered Laos to be taken over 
by Communist rebels. 


The United States has several 


times expressed deep concern 
over a Communist air lift of arms 
to pro-Communist Pathet Lao 
rebels, which threatens to lead to 
an arms race on both sides. 


The U.S.:- position is that a truly 


neutral government should be es- 
tablished in Laos.
